Nn  one  had  heard  of  him  until  an  oli 
man  was  met  who  said,  “  yes  he  re 
numbered  John.  He  sailed  from 
Boehm  in  the  last  war  on  the  privateer 
“  Margurite,”  hail  been  captured  and 
never  heard  of  qince,  and  that  was 
nigh  on  to  twenty  five  years  ago.” 

In  answer  to  the  question,  what 
hail  become  of  his  wife  and  daughter, 
thev  said  Mrs.  Lawrence  after  waiting 
many  years  married  again  and  had 
two  or  three  children,  and  his  dangh 
ter' was  also  married.

LOST  POI  nUTT-UVE  TEARS. 

A  T»ri  fTTOBY. 

The  subject  of  tins  narrative  was 
born  in  a  little  village  in  Vermont 
about  1792  or  3.  -  When  a  child  the 
family  moved  to  Malone,  N.  Y.,  then 
a  small  settlement  on  the  northern 
boundary  of  the  Adirondack  region 

The  lad’s  greatest  excitement  and 
<lelight  was  “Training  Day."  “He 
liked  war,”  and  took  so  active^  a  part 
in  military  affairs  that  while  still 
boy  he  was  chosen  as  Captain  of  the 
Malone  company. 

The  war  of  1812  found  John  with 
a  wife  and  little  daughter  and  full 
military  ardor.  As  soon  as  word 
was  received  that  war  had  lieen  de 
dared  he  said  good  bye  to  wife  and 
child  and  set  out  for  New  York  intern! 
ing  to  join  the  army.  From  some 
unknown  cause  however,  he  was  led 
to  turn  his  steps  to  Boston  instead. 

Here  he  shipped  on  the  privateer 
“Margurite.”  The  first  cruise  "was 
very  successful  and  in  due  time  the 
^Ndargurite  ”  returned  to  jxjrtT  to  re¬ 
plenish  ammunition  and  make  necete 
sary  repairs.  After  refitting  the  vessel 
went  to  sea  again.  This  cruise  was 
her  last  under  the  American  flag,  for 
she  fell  in  with  an  English  man-of 
war,  who  captured  her  after  a  brief 
but  gallant  resistance.  The  entire 
crew  was  taken  to  Yarmouth,  England, 
and  imprisoned  there,  and  this  wus 
the  last  heard  of  Lawrence  for  many 
years. 

It  will,  perhaps,  be  difficult 
believe  vvhat  is  to  follow,  but  it  is  all 
true,  fur  John  Lawrence  speiit  his  last 


father  of  the  friend  who  tul^the  story 
to  me,  and  who  was  personally  ac¬ 
quainted  with  him. 

When  the  war  dosed,  the  prisoners 
on  both  sides  according  to  the  terms 
of  peace  were  released.  But  for  some 
reason  John  Lawrence  was  not  dis¬ 
charged  with  his  fellow  prisoners. 
He  at  once  entered  a  Vigorous  protest 
against  this  and  after  a  time  succeeded 
in  getting  his  discharge,  being  turned 
into  the  street  utterly  penniless. 

He  finally  succeeded  iu  reaching 
the  port  of  Hull  where  he  expected  to 
be  able  to  get  a  passage  home, 
day  or  two  after  his  arrival,  howerdr, 
he  fell  into  the  hands  of  a  “  press 
gang”  from  an  English  manof-war 
that  was  filling  up  its  crew. 

Hm  declaration  that  he  was  au 
American  citizen  was  unheeded,  so 
that  when  the  vessel  shortly  sailed  on 
a  three  or  four  years  voyage,  our 
fruam}_.f<ajnd.duJIW},f  *»"  unwiMi 

No  chance  of  escajie  offered  until 
Gibraltar  was  reached,  when  John 
succeeded  in  getting  away,  but  was 
very  soon  retaken.  He  again  demand 
ed  his  liberty  as  an  American,  but 
without  avail,  being  sentenced  to  have 
his  term  of  service  begin  with  the 
date  of  recapture,  making  four  and 
half  years  that  he  would  have  to  serve. 
He  ran  away  again  witll  a  like  result. 

Finally  the  ship  returned  to  London 
where  Lawrence  again  escaped.  Here 
he  managed  to  avoid  capture  for  two 
or  three  days.  He  was  again  retaken 
but  did  not  yield  this  time  witliuut 
making  a  stubborn  resistance,  in  the 
tight  knocking  down  an  officer.  For 
this  he  was  tried,  the  sentence  being 
transjHjrtatiou  to  Van  Diemen’s  Land 
for  life. 

At  the  expiration  of  two  years  he 
received  for  good  behaviour  a  “  ticket 
of  leave  ”  which  required  him  to  report 
daily  to  the  commandant  of  the  Fort 
By  continued  good  conduct  his  “ticket’ 
was  extended  to  reporting  every  other 
day,  then  weekly,  and  finally  lie  was 
required  to  apj»ear  hut  once  a  month 

In  the  meautime  he  had  found 
fellow  prisoner,  an  Englishman,  win 
was  willing  to  join  him  in  an  attempt 
to  escape.  A  s<  eluded  spot  being 
found  they  built  and  provisioned  a, 
small  boat,  and  planned  their  depi 
ture  for  the  evening  of  the  day  their 
monthly  report  was  made.  They  got 
off  safely  ami  after  several  narrow  es 
capes  from  being  picked  up  by  English 
vessels  were  finally  taken  on  board  an 
American  whaler.  The  captain  was 
an  American,  but  the  crew  were 
mostly  English  ami  were  strougly  in 
dined  to  return  John  and  his  com  pan' 
ion  to  the  authorities. 

The  cruise  was  resumed  however, 
but  in  time  the  Whaler  was  obliged 
to  put  into  the  very  port  from  which 
the  esc&jie  hail  been  made,  for  pro 
visions  and  repairs.  Here  the  captain 
gave  up  the  English  convict,  but 
being  fully  convinced  by  this  time  of 
the  truth  of  Lawrence’s  story  refused 
to  deliver  him.  The  Governer  threat 
ened  to  hold  the  whaler  and  all  on 
l>oard,  or  blow  the  ship  out  in  the 
w  ater  with  the  guns  from  the  Fort. 
The  Yankee  skipper  was  equal  to  the 
occasion  and  sailed  away  without  Job 
ing  his  man.  After  completing  then' 
cargo  of  whale  oil  the  course  was 
shaped  ft|-  home. 

Gape  Horn  was  passed  in  safety, 
but  misfortune  still  followed  our  man. 

A  terrible  storm  was  met  in  which 
the  vessel  was  lost  with  almost  all  on 
board.  Lawrence  with  three  or  four 
of  the  crew  managed  to  get  off  in  a 


into  a  state  of  w  ild  excitement. 

Jolm’i 
daughter  and  former  wife  lived  at  op 
posite  ends  of  the  town.  He  could 
not  restrain  his  longings  to  see  them 
occasionally,  so  hail  formed  the  habit'' 
of  taking  a  walk  on  alternate  weeks  to 
their  respective  houses  and  always 
asking  for  a  think  of  water.

What  seems  to  be  the  most  promising  at¬ 
tempt  at  solution  yet  made  is  a  new 
thermo-magnetic  generator  and  motor 
devised  by  M.  Menges,  of  The  Hague.
